ry much merit, as might juſtly challengy any acknowledgment and any con- 
ſideration. 
PFifteen hundred, or at moſt two thouſand regulars, with ſhipping and 
ſores in proportion, are ſufficient for this undertaking; which the writer of 
this memoir aſſerts, on his own knowledge of India, derived from a reſidence 
of twenty years im thoſe parts, and from ſuch inquiries and reſearches as 
will authorize him to anſwer for the ſucceſs of it with his head.

It is now a month 


fince I have been in ſo deplorable a ſtate of health as to be wholly unable 


to attend to buſineſs ; and it is paſt a doubt, that I cannot ſurvive the 1 ma- 


lignity of this climate another year.

But ſhould you enter into a treaty to act in concert with 
them in the field, one of our principal officers is to command the whole. A 
pre-eminence our own ſecurity, and our ſuperior military ſkill will intitle us to.

In the mean time, without the 
knowledge of Battochargea, the Governor ſent his people, with about thirty 


of the Company's ſeapoys, to Battochargea's houſe ; where they ſeized and 
beat his ſervants, took their keys from them, opened his podown (or ware- 
houſe) and took out the two hundred and fifty pieces of cloth, together with 
the five pieces which I had delivered, and ſent the whole to the Company's 
factory. Upon ſeeing this confuſion I ran to the French factory, fell at the 
Chief 's feet, and begged that he would impriſo me, as a dependant of their 
factory, in order to protect me; which he accordingly did. Twenty peons 
were ſent to the broker Ni#too's houſe, where they ſeized him, carried him to 
the factory, and there confined him, with irons of fifteen ſeers weight on his 
feet, for the ſpace of eleven days; during which time he was obliged to pay 
twenty-five rupees per day, for the expences of the peons.—— When it was 

| known, that I was confined in the French factory, peons were ſent to my 
houſe, where they ſeized and beat my brother, while other parties of peons 
were ſent to the houſes of all my other relations. Upon hearing this, I re- 
preſented to the French Chief, that my relations would be ruined on my ac- 
count; and therefore, at my requeſt, he ſent me, under charge of four 
ns, to the Dewin Berron Facroor, with a meffage, defiring that, after he 
bad done with me, he would return me to the French factory, as being ons 
of their dependants. Beecon Taccoor told the peons, it was only a miſtake 
about ſome cloth, whereupon the peons left me with him; but as ſoon ay 
they were gone, I was ſeized and flogged, and afterwards carried to the fac- 
tory, where I was confined for eleven days, during which time I was obliged 
to give the peons forty-nine rupees and two pieces of cloth.—They did not 
fine me, but by the Governor's order (as Beecon Taccoor ſaid) they ee off 
my * Teeky, put me on an ox, with lime and ink on my face, and led me 
about the town of Dacca; particularly about the market called Nabobpore, 
where all the brokers and Pykars live, that I might be ſeen by them.

our brigades at Ilababad, he will ever be forming ſchemes to embroil us in 
the palitics of the country, or ſoliciting us ra him in his project of go- 
ing to Debly. To deprive the Bengal provinces of one intire brigade merely to 
allay his fears, or to feed his hopes, is a moſt pernicious conceſſion, andthere- | 
fore we cannot but wiſh to hear of your having evacuated Iababad.

Umpires of Hindeftan.” A principle That may involve us in every wa 
Debly to Cape Comoreen. One invariable maxim ought ever to be retained, 
Which is, as we are to avoid taking part in the political ſchemes of any of the 
country princes. If Swab al Dowlab*s dominions ſhould ever be actually in- 
vaded, we are bound by treaty to aſſiſt him: but as to any ambitious views f 
his, he muſt execute them as well as he can, without the leaſt aſſiſtance from

At the ſame time, we 
enjoin you to be attentive to the conduct of the natives concerned in ſuch 
trade; and to uſe every means in your power to ſuppreſs all combinations and 
vndue practices, tending to enhance the prices of the ſeveral articles thereof.

us. I then wrote him again, the purport of which you-will fee in Number II, 

50 which he replied as per Number III. After waiting more than three hours, 7 

and Mr. Bolts not releaſing the merchant, Iwrote him another note, as contained 
in Number IV, and ſent it by a ſubahdar and fix ſeapoys. My orders to the 
ſubahdar were, to bring the merchant away, if Mr. Bolts would not releaſe 

him. It ſeems, by Mr. Bo!ts's laſt note, that he had delivered the merchant 
to the Cutwal's peons, though the Subahdar took him from Mr. Bolts's. 
houſe or gate-way, where he had been confined, yeſterday being the third 
, day. 
I have given two ſeapoys with the merchant as a guard, that be may be ready 
to appear to any complaint Mr. Bolts may have againſt him, when he makes it 
in a proper manner, 

I have now, gentlemen, laid the facts before you in this affair, and am to 
requeſt redreſs of you againſt Mr. Bolts, for his diſputing the authority I have, 
as a Chief; for it is an order of the honourable board's, that no complaint 
ſhall be made to the country-government, but through the channel. of the 
Chief. It is injuſtice to the merchant, for keeping him confined two days, 
without either applying to the country-government or me; and his ungenteel

The viziery rupees were at that time paſſed in the Company's accounts 
as arcots, at eight per cent. better than current, although, upon an aſſay made 
aof theſe vizieries, at Patna, they appeared to be intrinſically worth no leſs 
than fourteen per cent. ſhort of Patna ſunotts : which laſt were uſually entered 
in the Company's books at nine and a quarter or cent, better than current. 
But to render this matter more intelligible, the following ſhort table will ex-

FT is with the greateſt ſurpriſe I learn, from certain intelligence, that Mr. 
1 Bolts has procured from Habad copies of a number of letters I wrote 


your Excellency. This matter is of the moſt ſerious moment, and plainiy 
ſhews there are ſome traitors about your perſon, who diſcover the ſecrets they 
are intruſted with. As you may certainly depend upon this, I particularly 
cefire you will make ſtrict inquiry into the affair, and puniſh the offenders in 
the moſt exemplary manner: ſeeing, if a man of ſo little conſequence as Mr. 
Bolts can thus penetrate into the fecrets of your correſpondence, how-mugh 


more eaſy can it be for men of ſuperior influence and importance to do the 


ſame. I again recommend this matter to your ſerious attention; and as a guide 


to your inquiry, I have ſome reaſon to believe that Meer Maſpallab and the 


Armenians have been the chief inſtruments in effecting this.

The eſtabliſhment of our factory at Banòras gave riſe to the cuſtom of 
granting duſtucks to that place.

The fie ings of his body and mind 
during his confinement. And in hopes, that though my repreſentations in 
behalf of my own caſe, _have not been deemed to merit your attention, yet 
the particular ſufferings of theſe men may excite your compaſſion to action, in 
_ reſcuing them and their families from the total ruin which threatens tem. 
One the 1 5th May paſt, the relations of Cogee Gregore and Cage Melconth 
did themſelves the honour of preſenting an humble * addreſs to your Honourable 
Board, which they delivered to the Preſident, acquainting the Board of the 
diſtreſs they laboured under by the impriſonment and detention of their per- 
ſions then at Murſbedavad. After the application made by the ſaid addreſs, de- 
vered to the Preſident; on the 23d of May following, they were releaſed from 
tttheir confinement, and arrived in this city on the 8th June: Cogee Melcomb 
having been confined, in all, from the tath Marebh to the 23d May, being 
two months and eleven days, and Cogee Gregore from the 14th March to the 
23d May, being two months and nine days. On the 1oth June they did them- 
ſelves the honour to wait upon the Preſident, Harry Verelſt, Eſq; to thank 
him for their releaſement; and, among other things, acquainted him of their 
having acted alſo upon the authority of petwanahs, under the Seal of the 
Honourable united Eaſt India Company; ſeveral of which perwanahs are in my 
poſſeſſion, and one of them being on a ſubſequent day ſhewn to the Prefi- 
dient in conſequence of his requeſt, he was pleaſed 1 put it in bis pocket. . 
Upon obſerving that it was regiſtered, he became angry, and thereupon 
abſolutely r-fuſed to grant them the neceſſary perwanahs for recovering their 
effects; th ,a the ſaid Preſident. had been pleaſed to give perwanahs upon 
the Nabob Mahommed Reza Khawn, Rajah Shetabroy, and the Rajah Bul- 
wanting, in favour of a French gentleman named Monſieur Canonge, who 
came down, under confinement, from Patna to Murſbedabad in company with 
the ſaid Armenians, and was in conſequence of the ſaid perwanahs immediatel 
releaſed, 'and permitted to return up the country to collect his effefts, Co- 
gee Johannes Padre Rafael has likewiſe, in the ſame manner, been ſeized, 
taken from his effects and the management of the concerns with which he was 
intruſted, and confined ever ſince the 27th March paſt, being, according to 
my laſt advices, alſo ſtill detained in confinement at Murſbedabad. 
In the mean time a publication has been made, by the authority of your 
Honourable Board, prohibiting n..t only the Engliſb and their deſcendants, 
but alſo all Armenians, and the deſcendants of Armenians living under the 
Company's protection, from trading, directly or indirectly, out of the pro 
vinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriſſa, under penalty of the utmoſt ſevere pu- 
niſhment, and of the feizure and confiſcation of their property. I therefore 
beg leave to repreſent, on behalf of thoſe unhappy merchants, that their

The late Dutch Reſident, Mr. Lankbeet, diſdained to accept a commiſſion 
on ſuch terms, whereupon he was ſuperſeded. His ſucceſſor, when he found,

city of a mere gomaſtah, to fulfill a private engagement, in like manner de- 
clined it.

care of our Gracious Sovereign and Parliament is employed, and the endeavours. 
of -your Honourable Court . not been wanting, to preſerve our happineſs, 
without infringement of our liberties. It is to your wiſdom, Honourable Sirs, 
we mult firſt look for the prevention, by future regulations, of thoſe evils 
which your ſervants, in high ſtations here, have, of their own authority, 
brought upon their fellow ſubjects: evils which muſt naturally be productive 
of univerſal diſcontent, and, if not ſpeedily remedied, will, in the end, 
bring upon the Honourable Company the odium of a whole nation, as well as:

the ſcarcity, dearneſs, and debaſement of the manufactures. So that by xthe 
regulations, prohibitions, and ſtrict orders which have been made and iſſue 
to obtain the increaſe of this ſeaſon, the proviſion of the Honourable Com- 
panyꝰs inveſtment has now neceſſarily become a monopoly, to the almoſt intire 
excluſion F ot bers, excepting what is got by a few of your, ſervants, kigheft in 
ftation, and by the foreign . If the complaints of the foreign 
Companies, even admitting only half of their allegations, with thoſe of the Armenian = 
Merchants and of the weavers themſelves, were not ſufficient to prove what 
I have advanced, I might appeal, for the truth of it, to every European, Free. 
merchant, and every Moor, Hindoo, Armenian, or other Merchant throughout 
the country, as well as to your own covenanted ſervants; a very few only of 
each of the above denominations being excepted; who, under the auſpicious fa- 
vour of gentlemen in power, are generouſly freed from the great difficulties and 
obſtructions under which the reſt of the mercantile community labour. Inſo- 
much, that the goods rovided i in-many of the Aurungs are. pretty equally 
divided, 'one 1 thereo P to the Hoorahle Company, and the other half to 
thoſe gentlemen i in power, with their Banyans and dependants, whoſe ſaperior 
influence and tations protect their trade with advantages, of which no others 
can partake.

In ſhort, to relate the particulars, of all the monopolies, would be to tire 
the patience of the Honourable the Court of Directors, to whom this addreſs 
will of courſe be tranſmitted. It will. in the mean time be readily acknow- 
| ledged, that they all tend to the ruin of the country, and are infringements 
of the rights of individuals, while I hope the facts above · related, which are all 
authentic, will be deemed ſufficient to evince, that the uſurped power of the 
Council and Committee is a fund for the ** ene of their Mem 
bers; ; the point which was to be demonſtrated. . .

without a replication,, no evidence can be brought by the defendant to prove- 
the truth of any of the facts contained in ſuch anſwer.

XC. By an Act of Parliament, th George the Firſt, a covenanted ſervant 
of the Company who has been diſmiſſed, or Has reſigned, may have notice 
given him to quit India, in caſe he is not otherwiſe lawfully authorized to 
continue there. And if ſuch perſon ſhall fefuſe to depart from the Faſt Indies, 
after reaſonable time allowed (twelve months in ordinary caſes ſeem very ſuf- 
ficient) for ſettling his accounts, and calling in his effects, he will be liable to 
be ſeized, and brought to England, and proſecuted as an offender, according to 
the proviſions of that ſtatute.

hence, touching the outſtanding concerns of Mr. Bolts. For the Court of 


Directors cannot but entertain the ſame idea with them, of the very great 
imptopriety of aſſiſting any ſolvent man, or the creditors of any inſolvent man, 
to collect in debts contracted in an illicit trade: and in that light they think 

themſelves bound to conſider all traffic and commerce carried on by any of 

the Company's ſervants who, after reſigning the ſervice, not only trade with- 
out licence, but, after repeated prohibitions to the contrary, This being 
their ſenſe, of the matter, and confirmed by ſome of the ableſt lawyers this 
country ever knew, the Court of Directors find themſelves precluded: from 
taking the part you deſire, until they are fatisfied, that theſe outſtanding 
debts, due to. Mr. Bolts, were contracted in a legal and warrantable com- 
metce, before he quitted the Company's ſervice : which the Preſident and 
Council at Fort William, who have examined into this fact, poſitively deny. 

The Court of Directors have alſo ordered me to inform you, that a ſuit 


is now depending in his . Majeſty's Court of Exchequer, wherein one of the 


great points for deciſion, is this very power aſſumed by Mr. Bolts, of trading, 
after having quitted the Company's ſervice; and after receiving orders from 
the Preſident and Council, to deſiſt from trade. The general letters from 
Bengal aſſure the Court of Directors, that the moſt effectual aſſiſtance has been 


given to Mr. Bolts's Attornies, in the recovery of all his outſtanding lawful 


concerns. To do more, could never be the intention of any orders ſent from 
hence, however generally expreſſed : and the Court of Directors flatter them- 
ſelves you do not mean now to require a different conduct from them.

__ Firſt, We lay down as a md Race r gr gt mov execunve, and legif- 
Lative authority formerly exerciſed in Bengal, by the great Mogul and the 
Nabobs, is veſted in the Eaſt India Company, as appears by Mr. Sytes's 
letter from the Durbur, dated the 28th July 1769; 5 Lord'Ciive's letter to 
the Select Committee of the 16th January 1767; by the proceedings of the 
Select Committee at Bengal, on the 18th September 1765; by Lord Clive's 
minute on the Select Committees proceedings of the 3d September 1766, and 
by various letters of the Court of Directors, particularly that of the 28th 
Auguſt 1771, to their Preſident and Council at Calcutſe. 
Secondly, We inſiſt that the government of Bengal is perfectly deſpotic; 
and, Thirdly, It is farther admitted by all who have been in India, that, ac- 
cording to the preſent conſtitution of government in Bengal, no debts beyond 
the limits of the Company's charter can be recovered without the interpoſi- 
tion of the ruling power, much. leſs when contrary to their inclination. 
The Court of Directors, by giving orders to aſſiſt in recovering the lawful 
debts of Mr. Bolts, and the Governor and Council, by acknowledging they have 
given aſſiſtance to Mr. Boliss -Attornies in recovering thoſe which they con- 
ceived lawful, acknowledge the general principle now ſtated and contended 
| for. The concluſion then which both parties muſt. agree in (unleſs party 
and faction ſhould ſhed their baneful influence on matters of public juſtice) 
4s this, that whether the trade on-which thoſe debts were contracted was lawful 
or unlawful, with reſpect to the prohibitions of the Eaſt India Company, yet

'F Have received orders from the Court of Directors to acquaint you, in 
anſwer to your letter of the twenty- third laſt month, that they have taken 
into conſideration all that has paſſed relative to your requilition, repeatedly en- 
deavoured to be enforced on the Court, of laying their commands on the 
Preſidency of Fort William, to give effectual aſſiſtance in the recovery of the 
outſtanding debts due to the eſtate of Mr. William Bolts. They are ſorry to 
find, that the anſwer given by the late Court of Directors to your former 
application on this ſubject appears ſo very unfatisfactory, for after the moſt 
impartial diſcuſſion of your requeſt and their anſwer, they can by no means 
agree in opinion with you, that little attention has been paid to the true prin- 
ciples of juſtice by that Court of Directors, nor could the preſent Court think 
themſelves at liberty to accede to your propoſition, of deſiring ſome of the 
ableſt lawyers of this country (were they now in a ſtate of practice) to meet 
three of your number, to argue points of law before them. They apprehend 
this would be taking upon them a degree of law-learning which it would be 
arrogance to aſſume; beſides the opinion of thoſe lawyers went only to one 
ſingle point, vix. that Mr. Bolts had no right, without licence, to carry on 
trade in India, after he had quitted the Company's ſervice. The conſequence 
followed, that all ſuch trade muſt be unlawful: he is accordingly called to an 
account for it,, and it will ſoon be determined by the judgment of a Court of 
Judicature, whether that opinion was well or ill founded, © _ 
With reſpect to Mr.:Bo/ts's dealings previous to the period of his reſignation, 
the Court of Directors inſiſt that his whole trade in ſalt, beetlenut, and to- 
bacco, from his firſt arrival in Bengal until his reſignation of the Company's 
ſervice, in November 1766, were expreſsly prohibited, contrary to covenants, 
and conſequently illicit: and that he is now equally reſponſible, and as liable 
to proſecution in that reſpect as the Company's ſervants againſt whom ſuits 
were lately ordered for carrying on thoſe trades from 1765. 
Your arguments, that the judicial, executive, and legiſlative authority in 
Bengal is veſted” in the Company, that the government there is deſpotic, and

For example, in the aka wool run into 
foreign parts, all inſurances, not only on that, but on all other commodities 
prohibited by ſtatute-law, are irrecoverable. The inſtances of legal deciſions 
on this point are in the memory of every Merchant: nay more, notes or 
other ſecurities given for debts ariſing from trades prohibited by ſtatutes, are 
wholly irrecoverable, Nor are you more fortunate, the Court of Directors ob- 
ſerve, in the caſe you ſtate of India-goods ſmuggled into or out of this 
kingdom. You venture to pronounce, that the Courts of Juſtice would not 
refuſe their authority for recovery of demands ariſing from ſuch tranſactions. 
Now in theſe breaches of the ſtatute-law, the India Company principally, if 
not ſolely ſuffers : and therefore the reaſoning is not ſo ſtrong as where the 
public revenue 1s prejudiced. Yet, in a very recent inſtance, the firſt Court 
of Law in this kingdom would not ſuffer a debt to be recovered againſt the 
Commander of an India- ſhip, proved to be due for goods carried out by him 
to India, becauſe it appeared 1n evidence, that the goods were to be clan- 
deſtinely conveyed on board the ſhip, without the conſent of the Company, 
- contrary to an Act of Parliament. There was no malum in ſe, nothing againſt 
the law of nature in the above-mentioned caſes : nevertheleſs the deciſions 
have been always uniform, and all demands of that kind held irrecoverable. 
The Court of directors hope they need not obſerve how directly theſe deter- 
minations apply to Mr. Bolis's gaſe: and they wiſh to aſk, whether it is not a 
downright ſoleciſm to proſecute a man for the recovery of penalties incurred 
by an unlawful trade, and at the ſame time, to be aiding and aſſiſting to him 
in the recovery of debts contracted in ſuch trade ?

For though the zth George I. C. 22. authorizes 


the ſeizing and ſending to England any of his Majeſty's ſubjects, who 


Thall ſail, go or repair to, or be in the Eaſt Indies, contrary to the laws then 
in being, in order to anſwer for that offence; and the ꝙth George I. C. 26. 
extends this power to the caſe of all perſons going, failing, or repairing to, 
or being found in the Eaſt Indies, other than ſuch as are lawfully authorized 
thereunto, who are thereby declared to be guilty of a high crime and miſde. 
meanour: Mr. Bolts cafe does not appear to me, upon this ſtate of it, to 
fall within the proviſions of either of thoſe Acts of Parliament, and I know 
no other applicable to this ſubject. Mr. Bolts going out in the Company's 
ſervice, certainly did not ſail, go, or repair to the Eaſt Indies contrary to law, 
but, on the contrary, was [awfully authorized thereunto: and as to his being, and 
being found there,” after he had reſigned the Company's ſervice, I doubt 
the Governor and Council were miſtaken in thinking, that he had there- 
fore no title to remain longer in India.
